Re: Community Block Grant Program, Emergency Shelter Grants Program 

and the HOME Investment Partnerships Program 

transmitted herewith are the recommended projects for the 2008 Community Development Block Grant 
Program (CDBG), the Emergency Shelter Grants Program (ESG), and the proposed use of funds under 
the HOME Investment Partnership Program (HOME). The 2008 CDBG Proposed Projects represents the 
4th year of the Five Year Consolidated Plan (Plan), which is a Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
mandate, that requires the County to utilize federal dollars in accordance with the strategies outlined in 
the Plan. As part of the HUD approved Citizens Participation Plan, the Cook County Community 
Development Advisory Council adopted these recommendations at a public hearing held on May 8, 2008. 

The amount of CDBG funds requested was $24,039,028. The amount of CDBG funds available for 
programming is $10,505,109. The proposed use of CDBG funds will provide 100% benefit to low and 
moderate-income persons. 

The amount of ESG funds requested was $1,014,000. The amount of ESG funds available for 
programming is $445,665. The proposed use of ESG funds provides essential services and 
maintenance/operations costs for homeless shelters in suburban Cook County, as well as programs for 
homeless prevention. 

The amount of HOME Investment Partnership funds granted by the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Development (HUD) is $5,599,793. Additionally, the County will receive $44,853 for the American 
Dream Down Payment Initiative recently announced by HUD. Applications for eligible HOME projects 
are accepted throughout the year. The proposed use of all funds must be incorporated into the County’s 
Annual Action Plan for submittal to HUD. 


Prior to submitting required documents to HUD, Cook County is required, by Executive Order 12372, 
Intergovernmental Review of Federal Programs, to submit proposed projects to the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission and the Illinois State Clearinghouse for their review and release to HUD. The 
County must also publish the description of the Annual Action Plan. All documents and certifications 
must be submitted to HUD no later than August 15, 2008. 


I respectfully request approval of the recommended CDBG and ESG projects, the proposed use of the 
HOME funds, and that I, or the Chief, Bureau of Capital, Planning and Facilities Management, or his 
designee, be authorized to execute, on behalf of the County of Cook, any and all documents necessary to 
further the programs approved herein, including, but not limited to, subrecipient agreements, 
intergovernmental agreements, amendments and modifications thereto, loan documents, lien assignments, 
releases of mortgages and liens, and mortgage assumptions.

ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has enacted "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other 
workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, codified as 
amended, 820 lECS 130/1 et seq. (1993), formerly Ill. Rev. Stat, Ch. 48, par. 39s-l et seq.; and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid Act requires that the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook 
investigate and ascertain the prevailing rate of wages as defined in said Act for laborers, mechanics and 
other workers in the locality of said County employed in performing construction of public works, for 
said County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF COOK: 

Section I. To the extent and as required by "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and 
other workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, as amended, the 
general prevailing rate of wages in this locality for laborers, mechanics and other workers engaged in the 
construction of public works coming under the jurisdiction of this County is hereby ascertained to be the 
same as the prevailing rate of wages for construction work in the Cook County area as determined by the 
Department of Eabor of the State of Illinois as of June 2008, a copy of that determination being submitted 
hereto and incorporated herein by reference. As required by said Act, any and all revisions of the 
prevailing rate of wages by the Department of Eabor of the State of Illinois shall supersede the 
Department's June determination and apply to any and all public works construction undertaken by the 
County of Cook. The Definition of any terms appearing in this Ordinance which are also used in 
aforesaid Act shall be the same as in said Act. 

Section 2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to apply said general prevailing rate of 
wages as herein ascertained to any work or employment except public works construction of this County 
to the extent required by the aforesaid Act. 

Section 3. The Bureau of Human Resources shall publicly post or keep available for inspection by 
any interested party in the main office of this Bureau of Human Resources (County) this determination or 
any revisions of such prevailing rate of wage. A copy of this determination or of the current revised 
determination of prevailing rate of wages then in effect shall be attached to all contract specifications. 

Section 4. The Clerk shall mail a copy of this determination to any employer, and to any association 
of employers and to any person or association of employees who have filed their names and addresses, 
requesting copies of any determination stating the particular rates and the particular class of workers 
whose wages will be affected by such rates. 

Section 5. The Bureau of Human Resources shall promptly file a certified copy of this Ordinance 
with both the Secretary of State Index Division and the Department of Eabor of the State of Illinois. 

Section 6. The Bureau of Human Resources shall cause to be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the area a copy of this Ordinance, and such publication shall constitute notice that the 
determination is effective and that this is the determination of this public body.

Section 7. The Purchasing Agent of Cook County shall specify in the call for bids in any contract for 
public works that the general prevailing rate of wages in the locality for each craft or type of laborer or 
mechanic needed to execute the contract to perform such work, also the general prevailing rate for legal 
holiday and overtime work as ascertained by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid for each craft 
or type of work needed to execute the contract or to perform such work. The Purchasing Agent in 
awarding the contract shall cause to be inserted in the contract a stipulation to the effect that not less than 
the prevailing rate of wages, as found by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid to all laborers, 
workers and mechanics performing work under the contract, and the Purchasing Agent shall also require 
in all such contractor's bonds that the contract include such provision as will guarantee the faithful 
performance of such prevailing wage clause as provided by the contract. 

Section 8. In the case of any underpayment of the prevailing wage, a penalty of 20% of the 
underpayment shall be assessed against the contractor or subcontractor; and the 20% penalty shall be 
payable to the Illinois Department of Labor. Any underpayment that has not been repaid to a worker 
within thirty-days of violation is subject to an additional 2% of the underpayment as a punitive damage 
assessment. This is payable to the worker. 

Section 9. There is an automatic two (2) year debarment of any contractor or subcontractor found to 
have violated the Act on two (2) separate occasions. An affected contractor or subcontractor may request 
the Department to hold a hearing on the alleged violations within ten (10) days notification of the second 
violation.

RESOLUTION 

COMMEMORATING THE 60TH ANNIVERSARY 
OF THE VILLAGE OF NORRIDGE, ILLINOIS 

WHEREAS, the Village of Norridge, Illinois, celebrates its sixtieth anniversary this year; and 

WHEREAS, in the early nineteen hundreds, the area that is now Norridge consisted of many small truck 
farms, and in the early thirties and forties had many riding stables because of the proximity to the Cook 
County Forest Preserves; and 

WHEREAS, the 80-acre area, bounded by Irving Park Road on the south, Ozanam Avenue on the west, 
Montrose Avenue on the north, and Harlem Avenue on the east, was incorporated by referendum on 
December 4, 1948, as a village form of government, having a Village Board of Trustees, consisting of a 
President, a Village Clerk, and six Trustees; and 

WHEREAS, the name “Norridge,” suggested by resident Mrs. Eink, comes from joining “Nor” from 
Norwood Park Township and “Ridge” from the nearby suburb of Park Ridge; and 

WHEREAS, in 1954, Norridge doubled its size when it annexed the area between Montrose Avenue and 
Eawrence Avenue, and continued its growth by additional annexations north to Foster Avenue, west to 
Dee Road, and east to Sayre Avenue, now encompassing approximately two square miles; and 

WHEREAS, Norridge became a “Home Rule” Community by referendum on May 1, 1973; and 

WHEREAS, the population at the time of incorporation was 1,675 and at the last census in 2000 it was 
14,582. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County do hereby extend their congratulations to the Village of Norridge as it commemorates its 60th 
anniversary; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be prepared for presentation to 
the Village of Norridge at its July 13, 2008 anniversary festival.

WHEREAS, in an effort to reduce non-sustainable energy usage, the main stage at the festival was 
operated entirely on solar power and all vendor booths and side stages were powered by generators that 
operated on 85% bio-diesel and 15% synthetic oil; and 

WHEREAS, the Andersonville Development Corporation has developed a comprehensive “Eco- 
Andersonville” initiative; and 

WHEREAS, the mission of Eco-Andersonville is to promote environmental, economic, and social 
sustainability that will enhance Andersonville’s commercial vitality and unique urban character; and 

WHEREAS, the goals of the initiative include working with businesses to increase awareness, providing 
the public a way to identify environmentally responsible businesses, and attracting more environmentally 
conscious shoppers to the neighborhood; and
